THE STATE CHIEF COMMISSIONER OF MADRAS 


Mr. K. Venkataswami Naidu, Minister for Religions Endowments 
and State Chief Commissioner, Bharat Scouts & Guides, Madras 
State, said at a function held at the Scout Headquarters in his honour 
on the 13th May that the ‘non-official character of the Scout. move- 
ment should be maintained and it should not be used for political 
purposes.” He added that the movement should devote itself entirely 
to social service. : 5 


Proceeding, Mr. Naidu said that Scouting emphasised the import- 
ance of character which was very esseiutial in the present set-up of 
the country. The Scout Laws, he said, embodied the essence of all 
religions. 


Mr. J.. 3..Mallaradhya, Chief Commissioner, Bharat Scouts and 
Guides, Mysore State in welcoming Mr. Venkataswami Naidu, paid a 
tribute to the achievements of the chief guest of the evening during a 
distinguished career spread over 30 to 40 years. Mr. Mallaradhya had 
heard of Mr. Venkataswamy Naidu’s greatness even while he was a boy. 
Asthe Mayor of Madras City, and as the Deputy President of the 
Legislative Council Mr. Venkataswamy Naidu had been associated 
with the political and civic life of Madras City and State. Mr. Naidu, 
like Sir K, P. Puttanna Chetty of Mysore, was associated with every 
good and deserving cause. ‘To such of those who went on a pilgrimage. 
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to the famous shrine at Thirupathi there are ample prceofs of the great 
work Mr, V, Venkataswamy Naidu had done by way of improvements 
which had cost over a crore of rupees. 


Mr. Venkataswamy Naidu’s uprightness of character, and religious- 
mindedness were the most outstanding qualities which evoked 
Admiration. It was very nice of Mr. Naidu to have agreed to spenda 
few minutes with the Scouts and Girl Guides in Mysore. Most of them 
would be surprised to kaow that Mr. Naidu, a great citizen of the great 
State of Madras has been associated with Scouting, perhaps for over 
25 years. As District Commissioner of North Madras Distrct he 
played anotable part in the development. of Scouting in that State. 
Recently he had been elected as the State Chief Commissioner of the 
Bharat Scouts & Guides in Madras State. They were all proud of 
it. Mr, Venkataswamy Naidu had, by his example, recognised the 
universality of religion, and had adopted Scouting as one of the 
best forms of religion. , 


Proceeding, Mr. Mailaradhya traced the progress of Scouting in 
Mysore State and recalled with gratitude the patronage which the Royal 
House of Mysore, including .the present Maharaja-bad bestowed on 
Scouting. Mr, Mallaradhya thanked the Government of Mysore, the Chief 
Minister Mr. K. Hanumanthaiya and Mr. A. G.-Ramachendra Rao for 
their splendid support to Scouting in Mysore. Mr. Havumanthaiya was 
now our-President. and Mr, A..G,.Ramachendra Rao, a Vice-President. 
The Government had always given muuificent.-grants to promote 
Scouting. Private philanthropy. had not been much behind jin -their 
support to this good cause. Asaresuit there were 50,000 Scouts and 
Guides in the State. In spite of this, Mr. Mallaradhya pointed out, 
Only a fringe of the youth in the country had come ui:der the bene- 
ficial influence of Scouting aud so ‘much remained yet to be done. 


*The late Yuvaraja of Mysore was the Chief Scout and the present 
Maharaja‘has been associated with Souting for quite a long time, and 
althongh under the new dispensation His Highness had no official con- 
nection with the Movement, his support was there in apple measure 
assured. 


Mr. Venkataswamy Naidu, in the course of his reply, said that it 
was an unexpected and pleasatt surprise to him to be asked to be present 
at tea at the Scout Headquarters. It wasa great pleasure to him to 
see brothers in Scouting, young and old, doing such pcod service to 
humanity. Wherever he went about in Mysore State he was received 
by Scouts. Beyond giving them a word of cheer he could do nothing 
more and that was what he had done. He knew Mr. J. B. Mallaradhya 
for many years. He was glad Mr. Mallaradhya had beea elected the 
State Chief Commissioner. si : 

The voluntary nature of the Movement, continued Mr. Naidu, was 
the-most attractive fea.ure of this great youth movement. In the new 
set-up they wanted the,youth to understand | their responsiblities. This 
is a world youth moyement which has been doing great work fora long 
time, It is a world brotherhood and is international in nature, 
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Character training, reiterated Mr. Naidu, and open air life were 
the two good: features about: Scouting. He would like the boys and 
girls to have more open air life and, sometimes wild life too for that 
would make them courageous. Secondly Scouting aims at shaping their 
character, | 


The new merger had giomped all Scouts under one banner. Under 
one organisation they had té'make new records. A new chapter had to 
be begun in India’s Scout history:. More open troops should be started 
and more enthusiasm should be infused among school troops. Once one 
became a Scout he would never grow old. Therefore old people should 
stick to Scouting and help the Movement Mr. Naidu emphasised that 
he never used Scouting for atiy political purpose. Scouts must be above 
politics, reiterated Mr. Naidu. He was glad to stress thar Scouts wonld 
be happy to render any service at festivals, jatras and the like. He 
wished that every such opportunity should be utilised by the Scouts to 
render service to the people. Scouts had much to do to put their country 
well on its feet and the community project work offered a good field for 
rendering such service to the country. 


Concludiag his address Mr. Venkataswami Naidu said : ‘‘ Our move- 
ment is above all politics Service is our greatest ideal. My only 
request to all Scouts and Guides is te go on doing this work of service 
without caring for anybody’s favour. Every Scout during his holidays 
should do some useful service! That would bring Sceuting to the 
forefront. I like Scouting next only to my religion. These two are dear 
to my heart, | 


Mr. Venkataswamy Naidu thanked the Bharat Scouts & Guides of 
Mysore State for the warmth of their reception and for the great honour 
they had done him in giving him a chance to meet brother Scouts of 


Mysore.

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OUR ORGANISATION 


The general scheme of our organisation, according to the Aims, 
Policy, Organisation and Rules of the Bharat Scouts & Guides which 
we have now fully implemented in our State, is different in several 
important respects from what it was inthe past according to our.old 
constitution under the former Boy Scouts of Mysore. The nature of the 
changes involved, on account of this transition from the old to the new 
set up, is such that often one finds it rather difficult to adjust 
to the altered conditions without affecting to any considerable degree the 
smooth working of the Movement in the-various districts of our State. 
It was, therefore, thought that the present note may be of some help to 
our Scouters, Guiders and Commissioners in understanding the present 
structure of the Scout and Guide sections of the Movement. 


In the first place, a large and fundamental change to the new order 
is the merger of both the Ssout and Guide sections into a single 
organisation with unified control. The State Council with its State 
Executive Committee controls and co-ordinates the policy of the Move- 
ment in the State. The constitution of the State Council and the 
Executive Committee is such that it draws as members of these two 
bodies representatives of Scouters, Guiders, Commissioners and sub- 
scribing members from the District and Local Associations, as well as 
from the State level. The State Executive Committee has under it the 
Scout and Guide Sub-Committees to look after the two sections of the 
Movement, 


The Local Associations are very important units in the structure of 
the Movement. Each Local Association has jurisdictional control over 
one or more active Scout and Guide units or Groups registered with it, 
and an Assistant District Commissioner, one for Scouts and another for 
Guides, exercises supervision over the activities of these Scout and Guide 
units. Further, the active Scouters and Guiders who are in charge of 
these units, or their elected representatives are members of the Local 
Association and so have a voice in the maintenance of the policy of the 
Movement at this level and are also responsible for the progress and the 
development of Scouting and Guiding in the units in the jurisdiction. 
The constitution of the Local Associations themselves is, therefore, sch 
that their fuller organisation and effective working can only be 
satisfactory if the active Scout and Guide units in the area exist as live 
units. The Local Associations are established-in each district for either 
the taluks, or as in the case of larger cities like Bangalore or Mysore, 
for different regions, mohallas or extensions. 


The District Associations are the former District Councils. Each 
District Association is under the charge of two District Commissioners, 
one for Scouts and the other for Guides, who are responsible for the 
we fare and progress of the two sections of the Movement in the district. 
Its members are drawn from the several Local Associations who are 
elected representatives of the Scouters, Guiders and subscribing members 
in addition to others who are ex-officio members, as the Commissioners, 
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District Scoutersand District Guiders. The District organisation, it 
will be seen from the A.P.R.O., can be completed only after the Local 
Associations are organised as effective units in each district. 


At the next level, that is in the formation of the State Council and 
its Executive Committee, representatives of both District Associations 
and Local Associations are chosen, and so a link is maintained between 
all levels in the scheme of organisation. The State Council is the highest 
authority which acts for and on behalf of the State organisation which is, 
in its turn, affiliated and attached to the National Council of the 
Bharat Scouts & Guides 


Both Scout and Guide sections are represented at all levels in the 
Orgainsation of the Movement, namely the Local Association, the 
District Association and the State Council and their Executive Com- 
mittees. Only the actual Scout and Guide units are kept as separate 
units, and the training of boys and girls is left to the charge of the 
respective sections,

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ROTARIANS LISTEN TO THE STORY OF SCOUTING 


Rotarians, President’ and Fellow Rotarians, 


I am indeed grateful to the Rotary Club of Bangalore for having 
invited me to become a member of their brotherhood under the classi- 
fication— Scouting”. Rotary stands for—‘“Service above Self’’ and 
the sime is to be had in the idea of the daily good turn so far as Scouting 
is concerned. 


World “Scouting” today owes its Origin to the genius and the 
experiments which Robert Stephenson Smyth Baden-Powell conducted 
during his career in the army-and the experiences he had from time to 
time... Hisarmy work had-meant the Training cf many young men for 
special purposes iand he had found that his own life as a Scout provided 
him with unrivalled method. of. drawing out the best in each individual. : 


With the publication of ‘‘ Scouting for boys” in 1908 the World 
Chief Scout had to decide Between his army career and Scouting as the 
boys'themselves began to form Scout Patrols with or without the help of 
the adults and some kind of organisation had to be formed in order to 
avoid excess.

At the early stages the unusual garb of shorts in those days was 
not customary even for boys and the “ Good Deeds” became popular 
jokes. Whatever might be the general opinion, the educationalists were 
soon alive to the implication of Baden-Powell’s discoveries, for his 
inborn understanding of boy nature resulted in the new ways of 
Character Training. 


First he stressed the importance of trusting the boy and giving him 
the responsibility even at the risk of occasional failure. 


Secondly he pointed out the ueed for setting “before thé boy a 
positive and not a negative standard of conduct embodied in the 
Scout Law. en vee: 


Thirdly he was able to capture the boy’s Jove of romance and the 
spirit of adventure by the nature of the activities, such as Pioneering, 
Camping, Wood-craft, etc. 


Fourthly he made use of the Gang Spirit urge of the boy .by 
organising the Scouts in small Patrols each with its own leader. 


Hach of these characteristics may be found elsewhere in other 
movements but Baden-Powell welded them all together and formed 
them into one organisation, 


Within a few months of its organisation in Great Britain, Troops 
aiid Patrols organised by the boys themselves were formed in many 
other couutries, 


Chile was the first Sovereign Country to start Scouts, while Canada, 
Australia, South Africa were the first countries of the British Empire 
totake it up By 19°9 Scout organisations were formed in Germany, 
Sweden, France, Norway, Mexico, Chile, Argentina, Singapore and 
India, 
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Scouting went to the. United States through a good turn by an 
English Scout to William D, Boyce of Chicago. In 1909 be was in 
London and on one occasion was trying to find a difficult address. -A 
»boy not in uniform saw he was bewildered and went to his assistance. 
Tnstinctively Mr. Boyce offered hima tip but the reply promptly came 

No Sir, Iam a Scout. Scouts do not accept tips for good turns,” 


This surprised Mr. Boycewnd. he asked for more information about 
the movement. A visit tothe Scout Headquarters convinced him that 
here was something of first importance ‘and on returning to America be 
helped in the formation of the Boy Scouts Association of America. A 
Bronze ‘statuette of a buffalo at Gilwell commemorates this good turn 
and its result. er 


Finding that the younger boys, viz., boys below the age of 11 
and above 7 were feeling envious of their brethren and to avoid 
Scouting being imitated by the younger fellows, Badeu-Powell put 
out a scheme for the Wolf Cubs and it wasinthe year 1938 that the 
first World Wolf Cub Leaders’ Conference was held at Gilwell. The 
Training of the Wolf Cubs is founded on the romance of the Jungle and 
is kept as dissimilar as possible from that of the Scouts in order that on 
the one hand the Scouts shall not feel that they are playing a © Kid’s 
Game”, while the Cubs on their part will look forward to the new 
atmosphere and novel activities they will come in for when they attain 
the age and qualifications for  soing up” into the Scout Troop. 


The Rover Scouts. are Scouts over 17 and the object of their 
institution is to complete the sequence of the Training from boy-hood 
to man-hood. through the progressive grades of Wolf Cub, Scout and 
Rover. The training of the Cubs and Scouts is largely a preparation for 
rendering service which is consummated in practice by the Rover. 
Such service in most cases takes the form of helping in the admiunisira- 
tion and training of the Group. Thus the progressive cycle becomes 
complete from Cub to Scout-master. 


The Girl Guide Association is a sister organisation for girls op 
precisely similar lines and principles though differing of course in detan, 


- Coming back to some details about Scouting, 1 would like to 
mention that the organisation is purely a voluntary organisation and it 
is non-political, non-sectarian and non-military. Ihe ten Laws of 
Scouting are like ten commandments and will hold good for’ every 
country and foi all times. The Scout Training divides itself under four 
broad heads :— i 

1. Individual character training in resourcefulness, observation, 
self-reliance, pluck and persistency, ed 

2. Wandicrafts or Hobbies which may help a boy to make his 
way in life for which we give Proficiency badges, which cover many 
varied subjects. 

3, Physical Health by encouraging the boy to take plent; of 
exercise and to look after his body. , 
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4. Service for the State:—Specialisation in different forms of 
usefulness for others, such as fire brigade, ambulance, life saving or 
collective duties by the Troop. 


The idea of the Daily Good turn is the greatest Philosophy of the’ 
Movement and is the key-note tu its success. It inculcates in the 
young boy the spirit of helpfulness to others—the starting point 
being his own sweet Home and his own surroundings, helpfulness to his 
parents, his neighbours, his élass-mates and to the community at large 
in course of time. The good turn knot which is a daily reminder to the 
young boy of his great duty to the world—the idea embodied in the third 
Scout law which says “A Scout is always helpful to others’ and the 
Scout Motto “ Be Prepared ’’—lends lustre to this grand idea of the daily 
Good Turn. 


Scout Training is imparted to the boy in various doses and mostly 
in the open air. The boy on joining a troop is taught the Scout Laws, 
Scout Promise, a few knots and the history of the flag and other simple 
things and then he is invested as a Tenderfoot. The Investiture 
Ceremony is really a land mark in the history of the boy, something like 
our induction or the Upanayanam of a Brahmin boy. 


Nextly, he will be made to learn a few more things, such as, 
Signalling, First Aid and is made a Second Class Scout. The Training 
proceeds and a boy is made to learn a few more stiff things, such as, 
dealing with emergencies, such as, fire, drowning, electric shock, know 
something about the human body—such as, arteries, bleeding, deal 
with some fractures, etc., swim about 50 yards—read simple tracks, 
demonstrate advanced knots, and advanced Signalling and do a little 
public service, and exploring. He must have camped out at least ten 
nights before completing the First Class tests. 


While he is under training as a Second Class Scout, he can qualify 
himself for a few Proficiency Badges and while qualifying himself to the 
First Class Badge, he can take a few more and if he takes Proficiency 
Badges, he can be enrolled as a Maharaja’s Scout or a King’s Scout. 


Besides there are as many as 92 Proficiency Badges and as has 
already observed by me they train the boy for future career and several 
of them may be considered of public utility, such as, Cyclist, Fireman, 
Path-finder, Rescuer and Ambulance man. Some of the remainder are 
for proficiency in various trades and handicrafts, such as, Carpenter, 
Plumber, Clerk, Cook, Farmer, Gardner, Engineer, Printer, etc., etc, 


The most important aspect of Scouting is outing. The boy is 
made to learn everything in the open air and under the canopy of 
heaven. Here again beginning with simple methods like a day’s 
hike, an over-night camping, standards are set upso much soa boy 
before he gains the First Class Badge must have camped out ten nights. 
“Camping ”’ Proficiency badge sets a still higher standard. Zulu and 
Swazi tribes in South Africa learn to be scouts before they are allowed 
to be considered as men. When they are of the age of 15-16, they are 
stripped of all their clothes and are painted white from head to foot and 
is given a shield or a spear and are turned out of the village and told that 
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they will be killed if any onecatches them while they are still painted white, 
So the boy has to go off the jungle aud mountains and hide himcelf 
from other men till the white paint weais off and this generally takes a 
month so that all this time he has to look after himself and stalk game 
with his assegai and kill it and eat it, lighting his own fire in order to 
cook his meat. He has to make the skin of the animal for purposes of 
covering himself in addition to leaves, etc. If he is not able to do these 
he dies of starvaiion or is killed by wild animals. 


It is a cruel test, no doubt, but it shows that these savages under- 
stand how necessary it is that boys should be trained to manliness and 
not be allowed to drift into being poor spirited wasters who can only 
look on at men’s work. . 


This is not strange to us, Indians. The great epics of Ramayana 
and Mahabharatha offer such brilliant examples of how Rama was taken 
by the Rishi Viswamitra and how he was taught the use of bows and 
arrows and how he killed the Rakshasas. Again in the epic of Maha- 
bharatha the Dhanurvidya of Karna and an Arjuna—the competition bet- 
ween them is example of training of the youth in open air methods. 


Camping develops the charactor of the boy—teaches himself 
reliance, observation, and teaches him wood craft, camp craft, pioneering 
and backwoodsman training, so that a properly trained Scout can meet 
all exigencies in his life with a bold but firm attitude and behave quite 
normally. Camp life further gives the boy the idea of God. Nature in 
its unbounded solicitude offers him every comfort and luxury provided 
he knows how to turn them to his own advantage. The greatness of the 
Omnipotent and His creation teaches the young man how small, how 
insignificant and how helpless he is—and thus the awe and reverence to 
the Almighty is instilled into him which stands him in good stead in his 
general life. : 


It is said that “Scouting is a great International Organisation ’’. 
What is meant by this? The Boy Scout Movement has now spread 
to every civilised country in the world and something like 63 different 
nations in the world have unanimously, accepted ‘‘ Scouting ” as the 
only youth organisation that can train the youth of the country as a 
happy, healthy and helpful citizens. 


The international aspect is stressed by the various Jamborees held 
from time to time beginning with the first Jamboree in 1920 at Olympia 
followed by the 1924 Jamboree at Copenhagen and the Jamborees are 
held once in four years. I had the honour of representing the Sixth 
World Jamboree held at Paris in 1947. In 1951 some of my other friends 
attended the World Jamboree held in Austria. 

Besides Jamborees, the World Rover Moots are organised and 
recently the first World “Indaba ’’ Conference of Scouters was held at 
.Gilwell, the International training centre, 

— Another methcd of encouraging International friendship and under- 
standing is the World Friendship Badge and some tests are prescribed 
for winning the badge. | é 


| 
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Still another and a more effective method is the system of Wood 
Badge Training. It is necessary for a Sccuter to be recommended by the 
country concerned to go through a course at Gilwell and be approved by 
the Camp Chief and the Director of the International Bureau as fit to 
carry out similar training in his own country. I had the unique honour 
and privilege of being trained in the “Scout Wood Badge” Course 
at Gilwell Park, the International Training Centre in the year 1947. In 
this way the world wide system of training has been established, which 
ensures that in each country where the Wood Badge System has been 
adopted, Scouting - is being interpreted and developed along the same 
lines. 


The International Conferences provide opportunities for the Camp 
Chief to meet the Director and Camp Chiefs from the other countries 
and to exchange ideas of training and close contact is kept by circulation 
of training course notes, by correspondence and by visits. 


One more method is by long tours undertaken by Scout Groups to 
other parts of the world. 


The International Bureau and the International Conference send 
representatives abroad now and then and Col. J. S. Wilson, the Director 
of the International Bureau has made several visits and he was here 
in India very recently. 


The International Bureau is the hub of the wheel of “ Scouting”’. 
Scout Associations in any country desiring to be recognised by the 
International Committee must first submit to the International Bureau 
details of their Constitution, Scout Promise and Law and no 
Association can come into existence unless it gets the seal of approval 
by this International Committee. 


The International’ Committee meets every 2 years and each country 
is entitled to send six delegates. 


Coming nearer home, Bangalore had the proud honour of starting 
the first Troop in India early in 1911 under Captain Baker. Several 
Troops were Started all over India among Europeans and Anglo-Indian 
Boys.- The Baden-Powell organisation in India refused to admit native 
boys and it was due to the excellent services of Dr. Annie Besant that 
in 1919 all boys were admitted to the Movement. There were two 
associations working in India, One. the Baden-Powell Association, the 
other a National Organsation and after 1947 Prime Minister Nehru 
appreciating the utility of the Movement in the training of the youth of 
the country set up a high power Committee, who anvilled the present 
Bharat Scouts and Guides Movement, The Interim Council is now in 
charge of the Movement up to November 1953, when elections will be 
held for various offices and the entire organisation will be put ona 
permanent basis. | 

We in Mysore, are very fortunate so far as the Movement is concern: 
ed. It was sponsored by that far-sighted Yuvaraja the Late H. H. 
Kanteerava Narasimharaja Wadiyar Bahadur who got a Canadian 
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Gentleman Frank C. Irwin to organise Scouting in Acer i in 1918 and 
Iam is one of the few that joined the Movement at its very inception. 
Royal Patronage and Government Assistance is being had from the very 
beginning and Scouting in Mysore has had a splendid record throughout. 
In fact Scouts and Scouters of Mysore have participated in:three of the 
World Jamborees and the World:Rover Moot, and the World Indaba. 
Quite a number of Scouters have receivéd training in Wood Badge at 
Gilwell, the «International Training Centre. Mysore State itself has 
organised quite anumber of State Rallies in various parts of the State 
and the Ninth State Rally held in 1940 is a splendid record of the activi- 
ties of Scouting in Mysore. We have at present 45,000 boys in the 
Movement and about 2,000 Scouters of different ranks actively partici- 
pating in the Movement. 


It has been the proud privilege of*the Boy Scouts of Mysore to have 
taken part in every activity of the State particularly in times of emer: 
gency. I mean our Scouts and Scoulers were responsible for the success 
of the A. R. P. Organisation, they were in’ the N. W. F. and they were 
the leaders in the Home Guards and in the Red Cross Organisation. 


Our Scouts and Scouters have played important roles in the Civic 
Life of the State. -They have assisted the Government in the Famine 
stricken areas and have managed large service camps. 


We have been publishing a magazine. We have a well equipped 
up-to-date Central Training Camp at > oehapeper where advanced 
training camps are conducted and there are quite a number of smaller 
training camps for preliminary training courses, The Boy Scout Organi- 
sation in Mysore is very fortunate in owning a splendid building in Fort 
Area at Bangalore and a palatial building at Mysore and quite a number 
of other buildings at almost every District headquarters towns. 


The response from the public is very good. and the Movement has 
always got an unbounded measure of help and assistance from the 
parents and the public.

The Trainers were 
Miss Job and Mrs. Mercy Issac for Guide work and Miss A. B. Madapa 
for Bulbul work. The training was much appreciated and the newly 
enrolled Guiders are so interested that they have asked for further 
training after the schools open in June. Mrs. Firth, Our State Commis- 
sioner, enrolled the new Guiders and asked them to take up the game 
of Guiding seriously in their several schools. The Schools represented 
at this training were the Vani Vilas Institute, the Government Girls’ 
Middle Sctiool, Basavangudi, the Girijamba Mukandadas Girls’ High 
School and the Home School. 


These training camps were made possible by our State 
Commissioner and the Headquarters Training Committee and we are 
very appreciative of their enthusiastic help. 
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As we go to press a third training camp is being held at our Head. 
quarters under the able guidance of Miss Job assisted by Mrs. Mercy 
Isaac, Mrs. Kirkwood, Mrs. Newman-Rosario and Miss Rog’e. The 
Guiders are in residence at Headquarters for ten days and are enjoying 
Camp life which is a new experience for many of them.
